Almost as far back as the mind of any man now living can carry, the 
situation in Ireland has been a black spot in the history and politics of the 
British Isles. sen the occasion of more misrepresentation of Bri- 
tain throughout the world, and especially in the United States, than any 
other question, or combination of issues It has beq the fruitful topic of 
every anti-British agitator and enemy of the British Empire in all parts of 
the world, The British Government and people have been denounced as 
trying to crush the Irish race and hold the inhabitants of the Emerald Isle 
in bondage. Crimes without number and unspeakable outrages have been 


perpetrated in the name of freedom as well as by those who have claimed 


they were responsible for putting down rebellion and defiance to all law and 
order.

British people everywhere have longed and prayed for the reaching 
of some solution and the ending of the unhappy struggle. 

For a good many years both Government and people of Great Britain 
have been willing and anxious to grant Ireland any form of self-government 
within the Empire which Irishmen themselves could unite upon and agree 
to accept. The failure to establish Home Rule in Ireland for many years 
past has not rested with the British Parliament, but with the Irish people 
themselves, solely because the latter could not come to a mutual wunder- 
standing, The true situation has been understood in Britain, but it has 
not been seen with the same clarity in other countries, 

The communications which have recently passed between Premier Lloyd 
George and Eamonn de Valera, the Irish Republican leader, as the outcome 
of the conferences which have taken place between them, if they result in 
the accomplishment of no other good, will at least open the cyes of people 
in all countries to the true state of affairs. Never again can there be 
justification for a charge that Great Britain persists in a refusal of self-gov- 
ernment to Ireland. The British Government still does, and must, refuse 
to Ireland the right of secession from the Empire and a renouncement of 
loyalty to the British Crown, but that is all. Ireland has been offered the 
full status of a Dominion such as is enjoyed by Canada, Australia and South 


Africa In fact, as Gen. Smuts, the South African Premier points out, Ire- 


land has been offered more than was offered to the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State 
At the time of writing this article the decision of the Dail Eireann, the 


Irish Republican Parliament, on the grave question of acceptance or rejec- 
tion of the British Government's offer has not been made, but it has been 
rejected by de Valera and the prolsabilities are that his action will be upheld. 
De Valera insists on the recognition of Ireland as one unit. The people of

In short, if a full and accurate com- 
| parison could be made as between 
| operating results on the Canadian 
National lines in 1917 and in 1920 it 
would unquestionably show not only 
a serious aggravation of all the con- 
ditions, but a much greater increase 
in the adverse showings that was ex- 
perienced by the Canadian Pacific. 
The point which should be given 
proper emphasis is that, while the 
Canadian National system is funda- 
mentally weak, operating results have 
been made worse year by year by un 
skilled, wasteful and incompetent ad- 
ministration, There cannot possibly 
be any doubt of that, and it has a 
vital bearing on the exceedingly per- 
plexing Canadian railway problem at 
this moment.

Other statistics included in the re- 
port show that in every year from 
1915 to 1920, inclusive, in Saskatche- 
wan the yield of rye per acre was 
greater than that of wheat by fully 
25 per cent, 

The statistics, covering a period of 
years, show that the prices per bus- 
hel of rye in Canada average from 25c 
to 30c per bushel under wheat. The 
New York Produce Exchange statis- 
cal report of 1920, page 35, shows that 
the average price of rye for seven- 
teen years, from 1903 to 1920, was 
1.07 per bushel, and the average 
price per bushel for wheat was $1.24 
for the same period. This is about 
15 per cent, in favor of wheat.

Discovery of Hematite Ore. 

Col, J. A. Currie, M.P., and Archi- 
bald M, Campbell, of Perth, geologist, 
who were at Sault Ste.
